Applicant submits the following m lesponse to the Orficy Action maiied August 1 i , 
2006, in whicli the Examiner has indicated that the prior fdcd response by Applicant (to the 
Office Action dated Octobci 1 7, 2005) was not fully responsive. The Examiner asserts hi the 
Office Action that Applicant '"failed to point out how ncv, claims 71-82 overcome the prior art of 
record." Applicant doe::> not agree that its response to the prior Office Action was not fully 
fespon.sive, but in the interest of advaiicing prosec^It^on of t!iis matter. Applicant notes that new 
(never rejected) independent ctatrn 71 reeite.s. 

a hybrid tlber-coax tHFC) network; 

a headcad connected to the HFC uetwurk and configured to transmit digital video 

signals over the HFC network 
a video sei-v'er connected to the IIFC network and configured to store video and 

transmit video on demand; 
an Internet acecs. .system connected to the headend and configured ro receive fir.st 

requested information, create second requested information based on the 
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Imt requested iiifbrrnation, and transmit t!ie second requested information 
over the HFC network; 

a user interface device connected to the HFC nctwoik and a dusplay devices the 
user interlace device configured to receive digital video signals over the 
HFC network, leeeive ihe sectjnd requested information from the Internet 
access system over the HVC network, perform rccomposition on the 
second requested information to create tiiird requested infonnation. and 
transnut the third requested information to a display device; 

wherein the second requested information i^ created based on n display capability 
of the display device. 

As noted by AppHcant in its earlier lesponse with respect to the mam refeience cited by the 
Examiner - U.S, Patent No. 5,727,159 to Kikiriis ("Ktknns") - Kikinis describes a "hand heid 
computer 13" which is cuni^ectcJ lo a ''Proxy Server 1^." (Kikini.s, col. 4, II ] 7-24.) A user of 
the liand-held computer can enter a URL for an web site, which is sent to tiie proxy server. {Td.. 
coi. 9, il. &1-67, Figure 4.} Proxy Servc-r 19 retrieves the HTML page of the re<.(ucstcd site <md 
any images associated with the internet page frojn aweb server ?J. (Id., col. 10, iU 9-lh..) Proxy 
Server i eojivens ihe received images into a format approjinate to the hand-held device, and 
combines the HTML and converted images mto a new single file, described as an "Hf-Lite" or 
"IITL" file. {Id,, coi. 10, 11. W-30.) Ihe Hi L file is sent to the hand iieid unit 13 and the HTL 
file is ''dumped" to the screen of the hand-held device. (Id., col. 1 0, II, 30-33; Figure 4. ) Kikinis 
docs not describe any further pmces^ing to the HTL file at the hand-held field unit, which is 
consistent with the description of the ifff. tile being "dumped" to the scieeu of the hand-heid 
tleld unit. Kikinis also docs nut desciibe the con.ients of tlie 1 1 YL file it merely states ttiat the 
proxy server translates HTML and other files into "a form readily usable without extensive 
additional processing by the hcmJ-held wiii," fid., col, 7, H 17-20.) 

None of the elements in claim 7 1 are taught or suggested by Kikinis, For example, missing from 
Kikinis are: 
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• a hybrid ftbci-coax (OFCI network; n headend connected to the HVC network and 
configured to ti'ansmit digital video signals over the IIFC network; and a video server 
c<>nneoted to the HFC network and conSsgured to store video tmd ti-ansinit video on 
demand; 

• an Internet access system connected to the headend and confignred to receive first 
requested information, create second reque.sted inlbrmation based on the first requested 
information, and tr^msrait the second requested information over the HFC network; 

• a user interface device connected to the FiFC network and a display device, the user 
interface device configured to receive digital video signals over the HFC network, 
recei\'e tlie second requested infonnation from the Internet access vSystcni over the HFC 
network, perform recomposition on the second requested information to create third 
requested information, and transmit the third requested information to a display device; 
wherein the second requested information is created based on a display capability of the 
display device. 

As Kikinis and tfie rest of the cited prior art do not teach or suggest the combination of elements 
recited in claim 71, Applicant believes claim 71 to be patentable over Kikinis and the cited art. 
As claims 72-82 all depend from claim 71, Applicant believes these claims to be patentable for at 
least the same reasons as claim 71 

CONCLUSION 

In view of the foregoing (and the previously submitted response). Applicant respectfiiily snbmits 
that the pending claims are in condition for allowance. Reconsideration and allowance are 
respectfiiliy requested, If there are any outstanding issues which need to be resolved to place the 
application in condition for allowance, the Examiner is invited to contact Applicant's 
undersigned represemative by phone at the mimber indicated below to discuss such issues.
